15. (Original): A pharmaceutical composition comprising (a) at least one compound 
according to claim 10, or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof, and (b) a pharmaceutical^ 
acceptable carrier or diluent. 

16. (Cancelled): A method of treating an inflammatory or immune disease or disorder 
comprising administering to a mammal in need thereof a therapeutically-effective amount of at least 
one compound according to claim 1 . 
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17. (Cancelled): A method of treating an inflammatory or immune disease or disorder 
comprising administering to a mammal in need thereof a therapeutically-effective amount of at least 
one compound according to claim 10. 

18. (Cancelled): The method of claim 16 in which the inflammatory or immune disease is 
selected from rheumatoid arthritis, asthma, inflammatory bowel disease, chronic obstructive 
pulmonary disease, and psoriasis. 

19. (Cancelled): The method of claim 16 in which the inflammatory or immune disease is 
HIV, HSV-1, breast cancer, prostate cancer, or Hodgkin's lymphoma.
